Had Never Vlalted Jail
Pespitas all her work for convicts,

Mrs. Pabney had never b**en inside a

jail until Sundav, when ahe visited the
Marvland prison. She was full of cr.-

thusiasm for the methods of Warden
Leonard.

"It isn't like Warden Osbome's plan,
she said. "He 8ave them er.'rrelv too
much freedom. and Mr. Pudding had
told h!m so. The men in the Mar
prison looked like soldiera at military'
drill when we saw them in their exer-

cises in the prison yard. Conditions
there were ahsolutely sanitary. I don't
